INCREASEDATTENDANCE AT THE 
SILVER CONVENTION. 


WAS OPENED WITHOUT PRAYER. 


Morning Session Was Chiefly Given Up 
to Speeches by Newlands, St. 
John and Mrs. Gougar. 


The Silver Convention began its second 
day's session wfhout the customary invoca- 
tion, not that the delegates didn't feel ina 
prayerful mood, but because the Rev. S. J. 
Niccolls was unexpectedly called out of the 
city. " 

Grand Music Hall was uncomfortably hot, 
but the attendance was larger than on 
Wednesday, more delegates in their seats 
and a larger audience in the galleries. 


When the convention was called to order 
Congressman Newlands announced that the 
expenses of holding the convention had not 
been provided for. At his suggestion a 
Ways and Means Committee, composed of 
one delegaté from each State, was appoint- 
ed. The committee will see that the neces- 
‘gary expense fund is provided. 

Chairman St. John then introduced Vice- 
Chairman Towne of Minnesota, who ad- 
Gréssed the convention. 

Mr. Towne was one of the silver delegates 
who bolted from the Republican conven- 
tion and was talked of by the Populists as 
a candidate for President. He is a smooth- 
faced man, of. about 40, with a splendid 
voice, fluept diction and an effective manner 
of delivery. His periods were weil rounded 
and nearly all of them were applauded. 

He said that the press of the country had 
apparently forgotten its sacred duty and 
had become the pliant tool of monopoly. 
Money was, the God it worshipped. But the 
day of Wneration was at hand. H story 
was being de to-day. The people had been 
lax, but had determined to mahage their 
own 


They had suffered grievously at the 
hands of monopolies and *rusts, but here- 
after they would look after their own af- 
fairs.

Horrible Fate of Owen Dooley, a Night

Owen Dooley, the night watchman at the, 
Standard Iron Foundry, 1240 Collins street, 
was found,dead in the boiler room early 
Thursday morning, where he had been 
scalded to death some time during the 
night. 

The steam gauges on the boilers were 
open and the boilers were empty. It is pre- 
sumed that early in the evening,as had been 
his custom, he had allowed the steam to run 
out of the boilers through the gauges and 
cocks and that he was unable to shut them 
off.

SO NOTIFIED SENATOR JONES. 


Is Not Inclined te Accept a Nomina- 
tion by Populists Unless 
Sewall Is Included. 


The Bryan people are becoming more and 
more confident each day of the indorsement 
of Mr. Bryan by the Populist convention. 

They are now claiming that he will be 
named on the first ballot. 

Most of them concede, however, that it 
will be very difficult to secure similar action 


abandoned their efforts in this direction. 

They now contemplate an adjournment of 
the convention immediately after Mr. Bry- 
an's nomination, in case that should be se- 
cured, with the hope of bringing the opposi- 
tion to Mr. Sewall to see the wisdom of his 
support. 

If they fail on Sewall, the plan is to ac- 
cept the nomination of Mr. Bryan independ- 
ent of Sewall. Mey state this can be done 
and that Populist State organizations can, 
where they have a mind to do so, addpt the 
Bryan and Sewall tickets regardless of the 
action of the National Convention. 

Senator Jones, the Democratic Chairman, 
has been consulted upon this plan and has 
given his opinion that tt is possible. 

Senator Jones is, however, still holding 
out for the indorsement of the entire ticket 
as the best and only wise course to be pur- 
sued. He is urged to do this by Mr. Bryan 
himself, who has wired the Senator that 
he is not ‘inclined to accept any indorsement 
that is not also given to his Democratic 
running mate. 

Some of Bryan’s friends say, however, 
that they will take what they can get, and 
even if Bryan does not formally accept the 
nomination they will make him their candi- 
date, regardless of this formality. Some of 
them regard this as the best position for 
him to be placed in. 

With reference to Sewall, his friends 
and those of Mr. Bryan hold that the 
Western States would pursue the course 
they outline of taking both, regardless of 
the Convention’s action on Sewall. 

They think the Populist candidate for 
Vice-President would be voted for in the 
South, but they rely on the Democrats to 
carry the Southern States for both Bryan 
and Sewall.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., July 23.— There was 
bigger politics in the sudden and surprising 
adjournment of the convention last night at 
9 o’clock to 9:30 this morning than appears 
on the surface.

Schweickardt of 
St. Louis, an ardent Walbridgeite, sprang 
to his feet and moved adjournment. De- 
light beamed from his grim, Teutonic face. 
He yelled like a man who had been given a 
cue, 

Davis rooters were suspicious of his con- 
duct and set up a how! of noes, but the 
ayes overwhelmed them two to one. When 
the motion to adjourn was declared carried 
1 Chairman Bothwell, the Walbridge peo- 
ple in the galleries, and there were appar- 
ertly hundreds of them, screamed with toy. 

The secret of all this is that, with the 
connivance of Filley, Warner and Wal- 
bridge had formed a combine to beat 
Cahoon, Whether the combine can carry 
Walbridge through depends entirely on the

To get that com- 
mittee on his side he had to beg Flley for 
a compromise. Filley’s only demand was 
that Warner throw Kerens and this is what 
Warner did when he combined with Wal- 
bridge or that is what he seemed to do. 

To agree fully on the terms of the com- 
bine it was necessary to postpone all pro- 
ceedings last hight, in order to give the 
principals time to consult. The Walbridge 
managers now claim that if Lewis is not 
nominated on the third ballot their man 
will get there on the fifth and the Filleyites 
do not attempt to gainsay this. None of 
the St. Louis crowd is now openly fighting 
Walbridge. All of the Merchants’ League 
members, including the heretofore vocifer- 
ously hostile drum corps, are now wearing 
Walbridge badges. They put them on last 
night. i 

At 11 o' clock last night, after he had won 
his fight in the Credentials Committee, Maj. 
Warner repaired to the Metropolitan Hotel 
and was closeted there with Cahoon and 
Kerens for more than an hour. What the 
result or purpose of the conference was 
is of course unknown, but the occurrence 
was of sufficient importance to flustrate 
the Filleyites greatly and cause a general 
feeling of uneasiness among them this 
morning. Warner has so often shown him- 
self capable of political double dealing that 
all elements are suspicious of him.

A Characteristic & the Legal Profes- 
‘gion He Would Like to See 
in Politics. 


OMAHA, Neb., July 2.—William J. Bryan 
addressed the Conyention of Commercial 
Lawyers of the United States Wednesday 
night as follows: 

“I very much regret that circumstances 
over which I have no absolute control have 
prevented my taking part in this meeting 
and gathering the inspiration and the in- 
formation which such a meeting is able to 
give. For about seven years I was an at- 


torney, and I feel yet a very keen interest 
in all 2 ertains to the profession of law. 
„J do not remember e when I de- 


* cided ong oe a lawyer. The determination 
{was made back beyond the time to which 


my memory runs. It was my c n pro- 
fession. There is one thi have always 
loved in the profession of the law, and it 
is this: that in the law’ men contend over 
the principle at stake without arousing 
those personal animosities which are some- 
times aroused elsewhe It.has always 
been a matter of great tification to me 
to know that lawyers could differ and op- 
pose each other with all the ability they 
possess, and yet during all the contest re- 
tain the toa agg pe relations. 

“This, as need has always impressed 
me, and it 4 a characteristic of the law 
that may well be carried into politics. 
When that idea is carried into agp oe we 
can fight our battles upon a lo plane— 
not battles of persons, but princip 14 
men ean contend with no loss of respect 
for each other and no loss of affection for 
each other.

to bej So that while 1 have been upon v 
ous sides of the law, I have been in no 
sition where I completely lost sight of it. 

In my opinion, a lawyer is a labor-saving 
machine. e comes in response to a de- 
mand. People find it more economical to 
employ a lawyer when they need one to 
represent théir interests, to present their 
ideas or to defend their rights than it would 
be for each man to be his own lawyer. It 
‘is a lawyer’s duty to present to t Court 
the rights of his client and tho facts 
which represent his client’s case. And it is 
not his duty to attempt to secure that 
which his client is not entitled to. And, if I 
may be permitted to express an o inion on 
this subject, the client who would ask his 
attorney to secure for him more than the 
og to which he is entitled to under the 
aw has no right to complain if his lawyer 
tells him that he has a higher idea of his 
profession than the client.’

THAN DEATH. 
PRISONERS BEATEN CRUELLY. 


"If a Man Can't Do a Tremendous Lot 
of Work He Is Strung Up 
and 


C. W. Cameron, a wagon maker in the 
employ of the Timken Carriage Co., at 
Second and Branch streets, was released 
from the Work-house Tuesday, after having 
served a year for assault with intent to 
kill. 

Cameron lives near Twelfth and Palm 
streets. He has considerable to say re- 
garding the treatment and punishment ac- 
corded prisoners at the city’s penal institu- 
tion, 

John Lawler is the first prisoner of whom 
Cameron speaks. Lawler threw pepper in 
a little girl’s eyes in a bakery, on Grand 
avenue, two months ago, and. was fined a 
sum sufficient to keep him in the Work- 
house nine months. 

“Lawler came into the place not accus- 
tomed to work and he Was immed .ately 
placed on the rock pile in the quarry,” said 
Cameron. “Each mah has to crush five 
loads of stone à day, @ task impossible for 
a new man to accomplish. 

“Lawler tried hard to do the work, but he 
couldn’t. Iie got such b. 8 blisters on h. s 
hands that he couldn’? hold a hammer, and 
of course, could not do the work. The guards 
led Lawler into the tool shed in a corner of 
the quarry, where they tied the end of a 
rope about his wrists and then Strung bm 
up, the rafters in the roof, 
fle h’s feet were off tof the stone floor, 
one of the guards beat him over the back 
with a cane, drawing blood at each blow 

“Lawler wad not the only prisofer. to re. 
ceive that punishment for his inability to do 
two men's 

“Richard Waters and a man named Por- 
ter were both strung up and beaten because 
neither of them could crush five loads of 
stoneina 
Cameron's narrative of his own treatment 
is perhaps the most horrible. He shared 
cell 7 with an old man who was sent to the 
„Works“ for a heinous offense, 

“My cell mate was dirty and slovenly and 
would not clean up the cell, He he ept on 
a cot above mine,“ Cameron said, dur- 
ing the night he ‘would spit and Bing and 
the refuse would come down on me. One 
night I could stand it no longer, and 1 
Pet up and licked the old man. I didn’ t 
urt him much and left no bruises on him. 
“The guards, Ike 
Peters, Came to my cell and dragged me out. 
They beat and hammered me all the way 
down to the row of cells of solitary con- 
f hréw me into the 
dungeon Hamilton struck me in the mouth 
with his fist and split my lips wide open. 

“Of course, I swore at him. I could not 
help it. There is not much man in a fellow 
if he would not resent such treatment, Then 
they got a heavy cane with a steel rod run- 
ning Circus it and, after one of them had 
bared my back, the other applied the club. 
I do not know how long they continued the 
beating. I became unconscious and when I 
awoke I was locked in a dark and damp 
ye through which there came no ray of 

t. 


K 

My back was bleeding in a dozen places, 
and I was used up. I thought I was dying. 
There was not even a bench in the cell, and 
I was compelled to lie on the cold iron floor. 
I got a crust of bread twice a day, with a 
cup of warm water. I was kept there des 
weeks. 

„The scabs from the wounds on my back 
fell off only a few days ago, and the scars 
are still there. 

“The place is the dirtiest on earth. Noth- 
ing could be worse. We could not sleep for 
the vermin which covered the walls o 
cells and infested the beds. No effort, is 
made to abate the pest and the numbers are 
increasing each day. If I thought that I had 
to serve another year in that place I would 
commit suicide.”’ 

A Post-Dispatch reporter called at the 
Workhouse to see if the stories told by 
Cameron were correct. e was deniei ad- 
mission and was unable to see Zuperiaten i- 
ent Karr or any of the guards. 

The man who had charge of the entrance 
said he wouldn't allow President Cleveiand 
inside the place unless he went there to 
serve time, and that reporters would be re- 
celved only as prisoners.

NO MORE FANCY WEDDINGS IN 
THE EVENING. 


A BLOW AT CHOIR SINGERS. 


Roman Catholic Synod to Pass On 
Several Changes in the Rules 
of the Church. 


The Roman Catholic clergy of the diocese 
of St. Louis are engaged in earnest study 
of proposed church laws. as 

They will assemble in a synod at Ken- 
rick Seminary, Sept. 8, to pass on the 
little book of laws, and decide whether 
they shall become operative. ; 

The statutes to be acted on were drafted 
by a committee of priests learned in the 
legal lore of the church. They were ap- 
pointed by Archbishop Kain and were en- 
gaged at the task for several months. 

The little pamphlet, containing the pro- 
posed statutes, is jealously guarded by the 
priests, for on the cover is the injunction: 


“Priests are warned not to let this fall 


into the hands of the lal by order of the 
Most Rev. Archbishop; illiam Faerber, 
President of the Preparation Committee. 

The command is in Latin, as is the entire 
book of laws. The Archbishop’s reason for 
this order is that he wishes the priests in 
whom the law-making power resides when 
assembled in Synod, to use their own judg- 
ment in passing on the statutes, unbiased by 
the expressions of their flocks. But as the 
little blue-covered pamphlet contains mat- 
ters of deep interest, the Post-Dispatch se- 
cured access to a copy for the benefit of iis 
readers. 

The proposed laws are classified under 
five general headings, each forming a 
chapter. 

On the cover is the title, “Matters to Be 
Proposed at the Third Synod of St. Louis.“ 
Incidentally it may be said that the first 
synods were not held within the memory 
of the present generation of local Catholics, 


On the first page is a list of the members 
of the Preparation Committee, which 
drafted the laws. They are: Frs. Brown, 
Faerber, Fenlon, Fitzpatrick Gafron, Gol- 
ler, Grimmelsman, Hanley, Hessoun, Hoi- 
weck, Kenrick, McCabe, May, Shea, Tobyn, 
Walsh and Ziegler. . 

The general introductory law is that the 
decrees of the Third. Plenary Council of 


Baltimore and of the first synods of this“ 


diocese and of the provincial councils are 
to be of full force. 

The first chapter is entitled The Divine 
Worship,” and under it are sections on the 
sacred ceremonies, the sacrifice of the mass, 
preaching, 
funerals. Present general laws on these 
topics are merely restated and no innova- 
tions are proposed. 

The second chapter relates to the sacra- 
ments of baptism, confirmation, holy eu- 
charist, penance, extreme unction and holy 
orders. As to these the laws now in force 
are re-enacted and restated. 

The third chapter is of special interest to 
the daity. It is devoted to the sacrament of 
matrimony and gives rules for marriages. 
Perhaps the rule of most moment to Cath- 
olics is that marriages must be celebrated at 
nuptial mass except by special leave of the 
A As evening weddings are very 
much in favor among society people who 
belong to St. Alphonsus’, St. Fran- 
cis Xavier’s and a number of other 
West End parishes, the ban placed upon 5 
o’clock marriages will cause much sor- 
row in the hearts of belles and beaux who 
have looked forward to stately ceremonials 
in the early evening. 

The rule is stated thus: “If it should 
happen that for grave reasons marriage 
should be celebrated without mass, then 
it should be done without any ceremony 
or show, and with only two candles.“ 

The brilliant illumination of churches, 
the banks of flowers and plants, trained 
choirs and all the other features of after- 
noon weddings will be things of the past 
if this proposed rule becomes law, as it 
likely will. 

Néither upper tendom nor the members of 
the lower strata of society will care to be 
mated in church im the adternoon if only 
two wax candies are to cast light upon 
their adornments, and illuminate the bridal 
procession. 

Following this rule is the further one: 
„We also direct that under no circumstances 
should marriages be celebrated after 5 
o’clock in the af ternooon.“ 

It is & matter of general knowledge that 
while marriages, especially among wealthy 
Catholics have been announced for 5 o’clock 
of late years at the request of the Serer tae 
carriages have rarely rolled up to the church 
doors sooner than 6 o’clock. 


The fourth chapter is styled “Concerning 
the Proper Training of the Young.” The 
rules relate to parish schools and one of the 
principal regulations is as follows: 

“A school must be built in any parish 
where a school does not at present exist, 
within two years from the promulgation of 
these decrees, unless the bishop, for grave 
reasons judges that it should not be erect- 
ed. The priest who for that period delays 
the erection and maintenance of a school 
or does not heed repeated warnings of the 
bishop will merit removal from his church.“ 

This rule if passed and rigidly ‘enforced, 
as many priests believe it will be, will 
cause a flurry in many parishes where 
there are not schools, unless the pastors 
3 Archbishop Kain that none are need.
